fifty. 
W ere Going to Early Mass. 
Davison, a coachman for the Bid­ 
dles, was taking the women to St. 
D o m in ick ’s church at Holtuesburg to 
attend early mass. 
They reached the 
Linden avenue 
crossing 
at 
7:20 
o’clock. Davison waited for a freight 
train to pass and then started the 
horses across the track behind the 
Inst car. 
The next moment the pilot 
of the locomotive of the onrusMng ex 
press hit the carriage squarely, toss­ 
ing it high In the air and throwing its 
occupants ahead on the track 
The 
women landed In a heap and before 
the train was brought to a stop all but 
the Inst car had passed over their 
bodies, mangling them horribly. Davi­ 
son, who was sitting on the front seat, 
was instantly killed by the impact and 
hurled to one side of the tracks.
